NGRTHCLIFFE SURE 
OF BETTER DAYS. 


{BY PIRECT WIRE—FXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
Oct. 16 In reply to a cable 
requgst for an expression of his views 
on the European situation at this time, 
Lord Northcliffe, owner of the Lon- 
don Times, and the London Daily 
Mail, cabled from London the fol- 
lowing statement to the Sun today: 
“LONDON, Oct. 16.—The new war 
situation is particularly interesting. 
The Germans, after colossal losses. 
have abandoned their attempt to reach 
Calais and their more recently ex- 
pressed intention of breaking through 
the line at Arras and cutting off the 
whole British army. 

“My own correspondents tell me 
that the German losses during the last 
fortnight in front of the British lines 
have been immense. Though the cen- 
sor does not permit us to say so here, 
I am hoping that he will allow me te 
let the fact get through the cable 
that the Germans have fought with 
magnificent courage against our men 
They were mowed down last week ex- 
actly as they were mowed down is 
the first battle of Ypres. 

“Headed off everywhere in the west. 
they are now making for the east and 
by crushing little Servia, hope to seize 
the Suez cana! and hold up the British 
empire for an immense indemnity. 
My absolute conviction is that ‘just as 
they have been beaten in the attempt 
to get to Calais and Paris, so they 
will eventually, after immense further 
loss of life on the part of our armies 
and theirs, fail in the east as they 
failed in the west. I still hold the 
opinion expressed at the beginning of 
the war that the world is in for a 
long upheaval of a nature it does not 
at present foresee. 
“As regards the political situation 
in England, a further and final at- 
tempt at obtaining re¢ruits by the 


voluntary system is to be made, but as 
with you in the Civil War we shall, 
in my judgment, be obliged to adopt 
compulsory ser@ice and that before 
the end of the year. I have been bit- 
terly attacked for this sug¢estion both 
here and on your side pf the Atlantic, 
but I adhere to my views. We have 
enrolled some 2,000,000 of recruits, a 
magnificent number, but the injustice 
of the system by which the patriot 
goes to war and the skunk remains 
behind to steal the business of the 


absent soldier is now manifest to all.“

LONDON, Oct. 16.—J. I. Garvin, 
an authoritative writer on political 
affairs, has a remarkably frank arti- 
cle in the Observer headed “Britain 
at Bay.” 

“We know now,” he says, “that it 
must, above al, be Britain’s job in 
the Balkans; not only that, but if we 
want to make sure of the work we 
can trust to nothing but our own 
right arm. We know equally that the 
Balkans, in the infinitely fateful weeks 
to follow, will either be the grave of 
German ambitions or the grave of 
British hopes. If we fail in the Near 
East we cannot gain a thorough vic- 
tory over the centrul empires. If we 
fail there, despite our sea power and 
the gigantic milifary forces we have 
on foot, six months hence the issue 
of the struggle cannot be better than 
a draw, followed by a patched-up set- 
tlement, an armed nightmare, a sham 
peace and a Germar onslaught a few 
years later on Great Britain alone.” 

Discussing the means by which he 
believes the situation may be saved, 
he says that the Germans are blocked 
in France, Russia and Italy. He sug- 
gests throwing 300,000 Anglo-French 
troops into the Balkans, which, he 
argues, can be done safely and with- 
out endangering home security. He 
further suggests that the British line 
in Flanders is so deep that it could 
safely be diminished for the time be- 
ing and the released troops sent to the 
Balkans, where ft is necessary to neu- 
tralize the effect of Bulgaria’s entrance 
into the war. 

Recapitulating, he says: 

“Save Servia, thwart Bulgaria and 
prevent the central empires at any 
cost from gaining such mastery as 
might force Rumania to join Ger- 
many and Austria. Keep the strength 
on the western font practically intact, 
postpone an offefisive to make a later 
victory more crushing, bring the neu- 
trails to your side in the Balkans by 
giving proof et thoroughness and 
power.” 

He insists that the central empires 
have determined to stretch their tight- 
ing line, to such an extent that in the 
end it will be everywhere vulnerable. 

The Observer, under the caption, 
“The Cabinet and the Crisis,” says: 

“Henceforth there will be no for- 
giveness for mismanagement. There 
is a time limit to inadequacy. In six 
weeks or less there will elther be a 
more favorable report of the war or 
a complete reconstruction of the gov- 
ernment. It is an immense moral and 
practical gain that the things one re- 
spects have come to the worst for us. 
Tt is true that when things are at the 
worst they begin to mend. The Brit- 
ish temperament, with its tncorrigible 
and comfortable habit of lulling itself 
by sanguine speculations as long as it 
is allowed to do so, is braced by noth- 
ing so much as by the cold douche of 
adversity. 

“The Germans by dissipating our 
last illusions h done us a saving 
service. The at Nude of public opin- 
ion toward the coalition is stern, but 
just and balanced. This is the last 
interval of restraint. If there is re- 
newed failure of any serious kind dur- 
ing the next few weeks the explosion 
of national wrath will alter the polit- 
ical acene. 

“The country fs giving the govern- 
ment another, but a last, chance. e 
nation demands that the war be won 
and not lost. If the war does not go 
better the nation will insist on a fun- 
damental change in the composition 
and temper of the Cabinet. In the

LONDON, Oct. 17.—If Germany 
succeeds in joining her armies with 
Turkey's at the Dardanelles she will 
control a dominion stretching from 
the North Sea to the Persian Guilt 
and the Suez Canal, and she can snap 
her fingers at the attempts of the 
British fleet to starve her out, while 
England will have to increase enor- 
mously the garrisons in India and in 
Egy pt. 

This consummation can only be 
prevented by beating Germany on 
land, and unless it can be prevented 
England will be in fact defeated, for

It has been said that as long as the 
British fleet keeps command of the 
sea this country cannot be conquered, 
But it is equally true that, as long as 
the German army remains unbeaten, 
the cause of the allies cannot prevail.

Along the western front many iso- 
lated bomb attacks have occurred, 
with varying fortunes. Italy is again

and Frith are still landing troops 
at faloniki for the army which will 
be under the supreme command of 
Gen. rrail, the former commander- 
in-chief of the French army of the 
Orient. the Germans anprounce that 
their forces continue to make head- 
way against the Serbians, whose po- 
sitions south of Semendria have been 
stormed. 


The Bulgarians are said to have 
forced the frontier ridges at several 
points between Negotin and Strumika. 
That Bulgaria does not anticipate any 
hostile action on the part of the 
Greeks is indicated by dispatches 
from Bucharest stating that Greece 
has purchased large amounts of wheat 
from Rumania, which will be per- 
mitted passage through Bulgarian ter- 
ritory. 

OFFICIAL FRENCH REPORT. 

[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

PARIS, Oct. 16, 10:30 p.m—The 
official communication issued by the 
War Office tonight reads: 

“In Artois we completely repulsed 
a new German attack in LeBois en 
Hache and on the slope of the Valley 
of La Rouche. 

“The fighting from trench to trench, 
supported by cannonading on both 
sides, has continued to the south to 
the Somme, in the region of Lihons 
and Quesnoy en Santerre. 

“The enemy renewed his bombard- 
ment of the regions behind our Cham- 
pagne front, employing shells caus- 
ing irritation of the eyes. Our artil- 
lery replied against the enemy bat- 
teries and trenches. 

“A struggle with bombs and 
grenades has occurred in the Ar- 
gonne, to the north of Houyette as 
well as at Vauqois. 

“In the Vosges a violent counter- 
attack has enabled us to recapture 
all our positions on the summit of 
Harmans-Wellerkopf and to take, in 
addition. a small fort previously oc- 
cupled by the enemy. We took abont 
100 prisoners. 

“A croup of aeroplanes today bom 
barded the S Hlons station at Metz. A 
number of explosions were observed 
to have taken place around the sta- 
tion and a moving train, which was 
compelled to stop. A switching post 
was blown up.” 

The official Belgian communication 
reads: 

“The night and morning were calm. 
This afternoon a feeble cannonade on 


both sides occurred to the south of 
Nieuport, in the nefehborhood of Dix- 
mude and near Steenstraete. There 
was no infantry action.”

months. In Russia, however, one 
never knows what may happen, and 
the leaders are lying very low. 

“That is what makes this move- 
ment against the governing class 
seem so remarkable,” said the cor- 
respondent. “It is apparently an up- 
rising of the whole intelligent class 
of the Russian people, which is un- 
organized and has no leaders. Ot 
course that it not really true. But 
who the leaders are— that I cannot 
tell you, even if I know some of 
them.” 

Gen. Polivanoff, the Minister of 
War. an intelligent bureaucrat, is fa- 
vored by some of the moderate reac- 
tionaries for the post of Premier in 
place of the veteran, Goremykin, as 
a sop to the Liberals. 

SOME RUSSIAN LOSSES. 


The following ftgures concerning 
the Russian losses in this war were 
furnished by Gen. Polivanoff in the 
middle of September. He was care- 
ful to explain that the figures are 
only an approximation and to admit 
that he did not know himeelf the 
exact facts. They will never be 
known, for no accurate records have 
been kept. It was the understanding 
in Petrograd that the source of the 
figures given should not de an- 
nounced. Perhaps for that reason, 
the censorship forbade their publica- 
tion. The purpose of the Minister in 
making his estimates, it may be sur- 
mised, was to call attention to the 
cigantic sacrifices Russia has made to 
the allied cause and stir up Russia's 
allies, especially England, to great 
efforts. 

Russia has lost about 900.900 killed, 
the War Minister thinks. The wound- 
ed he estimates at 2,190,000, of whom 
700,000 have rejoined the army, or 
will do so. Austria holds about 500,- 
000 Russian prisoners and Germany 
1,490,000, of whom more than 1.000. 
000 have been captured since May 1. 
M. Polivanoff believes. This lest est 
mate agrees in the main with the 
German and Austrian official figures. 

Thus the War Minister's figures 
make the total permanent Russian 
loss, not counting the 700,000 wound- 
ed who can ficht again, 4,200,000 men. 
What this means to Russia may be 
seen from the fect that it is more 
than. 4 per cent. of her population 
while military critics contend that not 
more than 10 per cent. of a coun- 
try’s inhabitants are fit for military 
service. Polivanoff’s total is nearly 
four times the number of men in 
Ruassia’s standing army in peace time. 
It is probably far greater than the 
number Russia now has tn the field, 
although there is no official warrant 
for this guess. Petrograd gossip has 
it that there are approximately 2.790. 
000 men now at the front, and 3.000. 
000 in training, most of the latter 
having the Ural Mountains between 
themselves and the Germans. 

REASONS FOR UNREST. 


The great defeats, the staggering 
losses, are not the only reason for 
the profound unrest in Russia. The 
financial disorganization, with the 


7 190) Partial collapse of government credit, 


has affected business conditions so 
profoundly that hardly an inhabitant 
of the empire is not suffering from 
the effects of the war. Stephen Gra- 
ham, the English writer most familiar 
with Russia and a sympathetic critic 
of the Czar’s government, thus de- 


j scribes the situation as he found it 


in Moscow last month: 

“Food has become much dearer, 
not because it ie less plentiful in the 
country as a whole, but because the 
trains, which, in time of peace, would 
be carrying provisions, are now in 
use for the transport of military 
stores, reservists going to the front 
and wounded coming back. Sugar is 
2 cents a pound dearer, bread is dear- 
er, meat has been very scarce, fruit, 
except where it is grown, is very 
dear. Coffee has almost doubled tn 
price, tea is dearer to the extent of 
a cent tax on each pound, rag 
way traffic is 25 per cent. dearer and 
train comfort less. Postage and tete. 
graphing are dearer. All imported 
articles have increased in price and 
one pays 10 cents for a lemon and 
16 cents for a packet of envelopes. 

“Then the ruble has decreased in 
value, and whereas it was once at 50 
cents it is now rapidly descending to- 
ward 25 cents. The banks will not 
buy foreign money at the present 
ruinous rate, and you have to bar- 
gain at their counters for a nom- 
inal rate. Thus for $60 you have 
trouble in obtaining more than 120 
rubles. Gold and paper have the 
same exchange value, but one never 
sees any cold in Russia now. In the 
currency have appeared many antique 
silver rubles long since called in, but 


now liberated once more by the treas- 


ury, and there are also great num- 
bers of old one-ruble notes which, in 
July, 1914, were only used on the 
Mongolian frontier for trading with 
the Chinese. The deliberation of 
finance committees Indicates how dif- 
ficult la the position of the Russian 
government as regards the invention 
and collection of new war taxes.

THE TREASON PLOT. 

Few details have been published 
outside Russia concerning the hang- 
ing of Lieut.-Col. Ivanoff Miassaitedoff, 
long personal aid-de-gamp to the 
Czar, for high treason. It is not gen- 
ferally known that the execution of 
this plotter and the exiling to Siberia 
of Barone Gronus and Von Freinat, 
as well as the deaths of numerous 
small-fry accomplices, was due to an 
investigation pushed through by a 
committee of the Duma in the teeth 
of bureaucratic opposition. 

Miassaiedoff was a member of the 
highest Petrograd society, and after 
the war broke out was attached to 
the headquarters of Grand Duke 
Nicholas bw the Czar, at his own re- 
quest. While there he communicated 
to the Germans, with the aid of many 
accomplices, army orders drawn up 
by the commander-in-chief. 
A trap was set and he was caught. 
According to my Petrograd informant, 
his life was spared in consideration 
of the social scandal that would be 
caused f the affair leaked out, but 
the Duma got wind of what had hap- 
pened and commenced an independent 
investigation. The Czar at the time 
was trying to concillate the Duma, 
and when the probe,“ as it would be 
called in America, implicated many 
accomplices of the daring spy, they 
were tried and promptly condemned, 
while the millions of marks the chief 
plotter had received from Berlin did 
not avail to save his neck.

UNVEILS 
HIDDEN DEPTHS. 


KREISLER GIVES BIG NUMBER 
WITH FINE ARTISTRY. 


Great Violinist, Who is Working 
to Assist Destisute Musicians in 
Foreign Lands.

Had the skeptical, casual observer 
any lingering doubts as to the stern 
reality of Fritz Kreisier’s war task, 
these would have faded at the con- 
cert given by the great violinist yes- 
terday afternoon at Trinity Audito- 
‘rium. What had mofe of a 
shadow hovering about the perform- 
ance of Tuesday night became a vita! 
compelling thing when he gave the 
Schumann Fantasy in © Major, his 
piece de resistance on yesterday's pro- 


gramme. 

This composition seemed to un- 

vell at certain moments the secret 
reeesses of Kreisier’s soul, so often 
shrouded in the mystery of that se- 
rious reserve. One caught a better 
view of those hidden powers to feel, 
and to feel nobly with a sprpeessing 
strength and a finely-wrought balance 
which characterizes the intellectually 
vital. 
The Schumann Fantasy had many 
moments of martial vigor and tragic 
intensity which Kreisler interpreted 
with a spirit that left the vision of 
scarred Dattiefields and the sound of 
shouts of evictory and wails of defeat 
not far distant. No composition at 
either concert was quite so close an 
approximation of the real picture, 
probably, which the poted artist 
wishes to present of what he knows 
of conditions abroad. 

For the rest Kreisler gave us num- 
bers which made manifest much the 
same elements as did hie previous 
concert. Technically, the programme 
presented even greater problems, and 
they were @andied with that fine men- 
tal command of the situation which 
he knows only toe well how to evince. 
There were the “La Folia” varietions 
of Corelli; a Sarabande, fer violin 
alone, by Bach. both requiring light- 
ning-like and sure fingering, and a 
bow whose facility never for a mo- 
ment failed. Lighter numbers, with 
plenty of difficulties in their meas- 
ures, closed the afternoon. The au- 
dience, filling every part of the house, 
made the walls ring with their ap- 
plause. 

It is, after all, the fine mentality 
of Kreisler which dominates his won- 
derful playing. This gives a surety to 
his conceptions whose influence is 
dominating. The violinist Kreisier is 
but a part of the man Kreisler, and 
altheopgh it is the largest part un- 
doubtedly, it has had the benefit of 
the knowledge of and experience in 
many different phases of life and 
learning which have gone into the 
making of his personality. 

That personality will remain in 
one’s mind long after the memory of 
the wonderful music which he draws 
from his violin has passed into the 
realm of the forgotten. It is like a 
figure carved in the warmth of ebony; 
a little sombre, perhaps, but none the 
less full of humanness and truth.

Loans Restricted to Resident 
Owners Favored. 


Intelligent Farming will Pay 
the Best. 


Marketing and State Aid 
Prove Important. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 
EL CENTRO, Oct. 16.—Members of 
the State Rural Credits Association 
today began a two-days’ hearing which 
was broadened to embrace a survey 
of the social, economic and agricul- 


tural conditions of the Imperial Val- 
ley. 


Farmers from all sections of the 
county attended the meeting at the 
Barbara Worth Hotel and related the 
problems which have confronted them 
in the development of their holdings. 

Tonight the four members who are 
here, (l Harris Weinstock, Dr. El- 


wood Mead, Dean Barrows of Tni- 
versity of California — . 
Agriculture and State Senator William 
A. Brown, attended a banquet of val- 
ley bankers at which Stoddard Jess 
of Los Angeles, who is Opposed to 
me rural credits plan, was the chief 
speaker. 


RESULT OF TESTIMONY. 

The testimony of various witnesses 
interrogated through the day indicated 
the following: 

That the number of renters and 
absentee landlords in the valley is 
large and that loans restricted to resi- 
dent owners would stimulate devel- 
opment of farm property. 
That many farmers are attempting 
to cultivate too much land and that 
& more profitable agriculture would 
result from intensive cultivation of 
smaller units. 
That many farmers apparently ex- 
pect to profit not through products of 
the land but through increase in prop- 
erty values. 
That land in the valley intelligently 
farmed would pay more than an ordi- 
nary return on present values. 
That the present system of farm 
loans makes it inadvisable for one 
to establish a farm on a capital of 
less than $5000. 
That the marketing facilities of the 
valley are inefficient. 
That the apparent prosperity of 
many foreign farmers is not due so 
much to superior agriculture as. to 
working of longer hours and cheaper 
living. a 
CROP RETURNS. 


Entering into the testimony were 
many stories of extraordinary crop 
returns. Phil Brooks, a business 
farmer, related that he realized $1560 
net on fourteen acres in Thompson 
seediess grapes. He added that 
through lack of marketing facilities 
the grapes were sold on the vine, and 
that the distributor realized as great 
profit as himself, making the net 
profit more than $200 per acre. In 
his opinion eighty acres should be the 
maximum acreage for the valley and 
that a more sparing use of water 
would produce better results. 

W. 8. Faweett, a Heber ranchman 
who last year sold 130 cars of canta- 
loupes in New York City alone, said 
that the continued success of canta- 
loupes as a valley crop depended on 
the curtailing of the acreage, which 
last year was 8000, which is practical- 
ly 3 per cent. of the land tilled in 
the valley. He not only grows his 
melons, but distributes them, and by 
reason of finding a market for his 
own product he remains as one of 
two white growers of cantaloupes in 
the valley. 

Walter E. Packard of the University 
of California experimental farm at 
Meloland, said that the farmers as a 
rule are not equipped to get the most 
out of their opportunities, through 
lack of capital, and that while rural 
credits loans would offer the remedy, 
proper marketing and State aid in 
colonization are equally important. 
CARELESS RENTERS. 


During the examination Commis- 
sioner Weinstock interpolated that 
renters are the most wretched of all 
farmers, are migratory and intent up- 
on getting the most out of the soil, 
resulting in its impoverishment, and 
contributed little to the soctal life of 
a community. He also said he saw 
the need of a county farm adviser 
here, provision for which is made by 
the government. 

Clinton R. Taylor of Pasadena, who

GROUND BROKEN 
| FOR HOSPITAL. 


FRENCH BENEVOLENT SOCIETY 
TO BUILD FINE MODERN 
INSTITUTION. 


Ground was broken yesterday for 
the new $40,000 French Benevolent 
Society Hospital, which will be erected 
‘as rapidly as possible on the site of 
the original building at College and 
Castelar streets.

WORKER AT REST. 


Veteran Employee of “The Times” 
Dies after an Iliness of More than 
Four Months. 

David E. Mumford, a veteran em- 
ployee of the mechanical department 
of The Times, died last night at his 
residence. No. 1429 West Forty-fifth 
street. following an filiness of more 
than four months: Mr. Mumford was 
about 48 years old. He leaves a widow 
and one daughter, Miss Emily Mum- 
ford.

Mr. Mumford became Ill last June.

The occupancy of the entire West 
Coast of Mexico by Carranza troops 
has resulted in the withdrawal of all 
duties on flour and various other food- 
stuffs urgently needed by the civilian 
population. Notification was received 
yesterday at the offices of the South- 
western Steamship Company. and as 
a result, when the steamship San 
Pedro sails tomorrow night from the 
company’s docks, she will carry a 
cargo of flour and food supplies val- 
ued at more than $70,000. 

President Gibson of the Southwest: 
ern company stated yesterday that 
every foot of desk space available, as 
well as the entire hold of the vessel, 
will be filled with merchandise con- 
signed to Mazatlan, Manzanillo and La 
Paz. More than fifty persons besieged 
the offices of the company yesterday 
with requests for transportation to 
Mexican ports, although the passenger 
list was filled several days ago. 

Los Angeles merchants have re- 
eelived the benefit of almost $500,000 
Mexicap trade within the past month, 
practically all of Which has been han- 
dled through the Southwestern com- 
Pany, the only one now operating 
boats between Mexican ports and this 
port. Officials of the company gan the 
remission of duties on food supplies 
is expected to remain in force not 
more than sixty days.

| tionalized military system of training 
would be installed in the High Schools 
of Los Angeles. If, as Maj. Copp 
expects, the members of the board ap- 
prove of the measure, a commissioned 
officer of the army will be detailed by 
the government as instructor, with a 
dozen non-commissioned officers as 
assistants, and the work of teaching 
the 5000 High School boys and gir!s 
the fundamentals of self-rellance and 
preservation will be immediately 
started. 

Maj. Copp's idea is not to create a 
glittering military machine out of 
the youth of the city.

Dur- 
ing these periods the boys would be 
taught how to pitch camp, dig 
trenches and choose strategical posi- 
tions, and execute movements in open 
formation.

“T had in mind just such a plan as 
I will present to the other members 
of the Board of Education even be- 
fore my election to that board,“ Maj.

PEACE HATH HER SA TIRIST. 


The Notesoserious Side of the Congress of international Peace Dele 
gates Who Talked to Themeecives in San Francisco During 
the Past Week—A Bright Girl's Running Commentary.

FRANCISCO, Oct. 15.—I sup- 
Dose the dove of peace has 
Teputably returned to the ark of the 
ages. She failed to find a place to 
rest her wings this week, outside of 
the sessions of the International Peace 
Congress here. This was bulletined 
two years ago as the headliner in 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition con- 
Sreases of 1915. The amiable dele- 
gates have met fraternally and part- 
ed peacefully without § attracting 
enough attention to get space twice 
on the front page of the San Fran- 
cisco dailies. 
I am sorry to narrate that the

thunder of the eloquence of the peace 
orators fell weak on ears attuned to 


the strident cacophony of Mars. In 


attending ome of the sessions I ob- 
served that some of the delegates 
themselves slipped out of the congre- 
gation right in the midst of David 
Starr Jordan's most eloquent appeal 
for universal peace, and came back 
carrying extras giving the latest cable- 
grams concerning the attitude of these 
little bantams among the European 
states that form the Federation of 
the Balkans. 

But the congress demonstrated 
that in ome respect the old maxim, 
“In time of peace prepare for war. is 
& poor rule, in as much as it won't 
work both ways. The only foreign 
country adequately represented was 
the Republic of China; the amplitudes 
reserved for the delegates of the war- 
ring European nations displayed an 
imposing array of vacant chairs. The 
best epitome of the European situa- 
tion which I heard was the plaintive 
confession of one of the witty women 


delegates: “You can't talk peace to a 
citizen of any of the allied nations 
now without starting a fight.” 

President Jordan delivered a deep- 
ly sincere address the Greek theu- 
ter on Sunday aft@rnoon; but I must 
confess that it sounded as strangely 
out of harmony with present mundane 
conditions as though one were listen- 
ing to a recital of a political speech 
first delivered twenty or fifty years 
ago and now repeated. 


As for the delegates themselves, it 
is probably just as well that so little 
was paid to their sessions. There 
Was one plank in their platform urs- 
ing the repeal of that part of our im- 
migration laws known as the 
Exclusion Act which my friends here 
tell me would have started at any 
other time a fusillade of controversy. 
That exclusion act is a Chinese wall 
of our own building against the per- 
ennial yellow peril; it is a California 
Product. There has been no discus- 
sion over it for a long time and if 
the international delegates had been 
primarily inclined to promote pres- 
ent peace among nations they would 
certainly have recalled that peaceful 
adage exhorting us to “let sleeping 
dogs lie.” But the International 
Peace Congress created so little im- 
Pression here that no one seemed to 
discover how the congress had been 
taking the name of the sacred Geary 
Act in vain. 

Then there was another resolution 
that my friends tell me reads like an 
extract from a Socialist party plat- 
form. It is the one that discourages 
military training in schools as tending 
toward conscription. In this resolu- 
tion the delegates make themselves 
about as clear as a cloudy sky. There 
is one paragraph that says an army 
and navy they advocate if conscrip- 
under present conditions. Then the 
delegates go on in another paragraph 
to urge young men to turn their 
thoughts from martial to peaceful 
things, to avoid carrying arms, as all 
killing is a form of murder, and nev- 
er, never, to think of enlisting as a 
soldier! I have been trying to imag- 
ine how they would man (or woman) 
even that meek little defensive army 
and novy they advocate if conscrip- 
tion were placed ona level with 


treason and all our young men (or |. 
1 Here are a few fragments of 


women) were to follow their advice | 
in relation to enlistment. | 
I approached meekly one delegate 
for light in regard to that, and he re- 
plied that there would always be 
enough who would not heed their ad- 
vice to keep our army and navy well 
supplied. I asked him if they were 
not proposing a plan which would put 
our country in the position of a man- 
ager who would wait to teach his 
team how to play baseball until after 
the game starts. He sad I should 
have to shed my present prejudices 
in order to give the peace feathers a 
chance to sprout. 

There was something about all this 
peace talk that reminded me of what 
we term dilettanteism in art. I can ap- 
Ppreciate the spirit of the person who 
holds that the god of battles wil! join 
the side that combines the highest 
average of brains and armament. 1 
can feel with the mother who doesn’t 
want to raise her boy to kill other 
women's sons; but there is another 
picture to which I cannot blind my 
eyes, it is that of the mother who 
sees her boy brought home dead to her 
and knows that he lost his life be- 
cause he was unable to defend him- 
— having been taught how to 


Among the most fervent appeals for 
peace was an address delivered in- 
proxy by Count Okuma, president of 
the Peace Society of Japan. Yet 
through the whole of this oration there 
was not the slightest trace of the 
humility which would lead one to 
turn the other cheek. I am told that 
there is no similar admonition in the 
Shinto Bible. There is something that 
verges on the belligerent in the clos- 
ing declaration of Count Okuma that, 
“so long as there exist nations or in- 
dividuals who believe or exalt them- 
selves as absolutely superior to others 
and, to assert that superiority do 
‘not hesitate to appeal to superior 
force, so long will armaments and 
armed conflicts continue to mar the 
peace of the world.” 

Beneath the velvet glove I seem to 
discern in that the mailed band of 
Japan raised against what her states- 
men term, “the assumed dictation of 
the white race.” N’est-ce-pas? 

China was correspondingly humble; 
the advice of her delegates was to 
teach our people that a nation's pride 
je quickly humbled when that nation 
is once hit in ite purse—vanity case, 
maybe. 

The Chinese asserted that there is 
a more potent weapon to flourish for 
the wniversal peace than the most 
powerful army or navy, that is the 
universal boycott. They seemed to 
be of the opinion that the latest man- 
festation of Japan against China was 
more quickly and effectively quelled 
by the refusal of the Chinese to buy 
any more Japanese goods than by 
any representations made by the Chi- 
diplomats. 


To my surprise, some of the de- 


Fates tried to get enthusiastic over 
this. idea. One speaker of our own 
nationality asserted that: 

“If we must keep up the present 
military and naval expense at least let 
the appropriations go for submarines 
and coast defenses. Dispense with 
battleships for offense; give our boys 
in place of rifle practice lessons in 
peace and the power of the interna- 
tional boycott.” 

When I related all this later to a 
masculine friend who has served 
apprenticeship in a foreign legation, 
and has been in the navy, he smiled 
grimiy and replied: 

“If that is the foundation of the 
universal peace movement it rests on 
a pretty wobbly base. I am of the 
opinion that it was the vigorous pro- 
tests of the Russian Ambassador and 
not the threatened loss of Chinese 
trade by Japanese exporters that 
caused Japan to alter its Chinese pol- 
icy. There is a current report in 
diplomatic circles that a serious clash 
between Japan and Russia over the 
Chinese question was narrowly averted 
last January: that clash is given as 
the reason why, for eight months this 
year, Japan ceased to furnish Rus- 
aia with any ammunition or war sup- 
piles. Do those peace advocates sup- 
pose that we are going to believe a 
Japanese invasion of this country 
could be successfully combatted by a 
few of our importers cancelling their 
orders for Japanese goods?“ 

One of the most serious workers 
among the delegates was Miss Chrys- 
tal McMillan of London, secretary of 
the International Com mittee of 
Women for permanent peace. She 
came all the way to San Francisco, 
braving the terrors of the submarines 
and of floating mines in order to ad- 
dreas what she expected to be the 
most important conference of the great 
exposition. I could sympathize with 
her when she found the papers gave 
more space to Funeral Director 
Pierce’s address before the annual 
convention of undertakers than to the 
erudite talk of President Jordan to the 
delegates to the International Peace 
Conference. 

I tried my best to place myself en 
rapport with the movement, but there 
did not seem to be enough enthusi- 
asm stored up for the sessions to 60 
around. There was something incon- 
gruous about those delegates gather- 
ing in a half-filled room in the Civic 
Auditorium and discussing gravely 
enough the steps that should be tak- 
en to end the present European con- 
flict. I confess that. in so far as the 
1915 session of the International 
Peace Conference is concerned, con- 
siderable distance would be required 
to lend much enchantment to the 
view. : 

I learned, for one thing, that there 
are almost as many international 
peace societies as there are different 
sects in religion; and it seems that 
all is not harmony among them. The 
programme of the League to Enforce 
Peace was discussed and a few of the 
planks were indorsed. Judging from 
the expressions of the delegates, that 
league to enforce peace is more popu- 
lar than the leagues which aim only 
to induce peace. 

A third Hague conference was dis- 
cussed, but the delegates agreed that 
it would be futile to attempt to hold 


such a session until the present war 


closes. 


As a fitting finale came the reso- 
lutions asking President Wilson to 
call a conference of neutral nations 
which should submit to the warring 
nations reasonable peace proposals. 
President Jordan was instructed to 
carry these resolutions in person to 
President Wilson and to urge their 
adoption. The little god Cupid may 
be keeping the President in such good 
humor these days that he will not 
object to being advised by the inter- 
national congress as to how to con- 
duct the affairs of the high -office he 
occupies: but I should not care to be 
one of those delegated to submit to 
the sovereigns of the warring nations 
those “reasonable peace proposals.“ 
Did not Aesop write something about 
the fate of the man who tried to 
please everybody?

HE RIGHT TO ORGANIZE. 

The right of citizens to organize and 
form political parties is expressly guaran- 
teed in the State Constitution. Based on 
the fundamental law of the commonwealth 
the present election laws reserve to tne 
electors the right either to unite in political 
organizations or to vote for independent 
or nonpartisan candidates. Fifty years of 
political hictory proves conclusively, how- 
ever, that the great majority of our citizens 
prefer to vote in State elections for a can- 
didate who carries the indorsement of some 
well-known organization of voters. An in- 
dependent candidate has never won in a 
State election. No organization of office 
holders can hope to perpetuate its regime | 
unless it can suppress counter-organizations | 
of electors. Hence the anti-party bills. 

Just two short year ago the present elec- 
tion laws were enacted by a “Progressive” 
Legislature which heralded them as the 
most advanced of their kind. Already they 
have wearied of their toy; they now find 
that the people possess under these laws 
privileges that make it possible for othe 
to rise as the “Progressives” themselves 
have risen. So they now advocate new 


laws limiting the suffrage of the people by | 


forbidding them to indorse legally any can- 
didate for State office; and they seek to 
blind the electorate to the fact this is a 
step backwards that would place California 
forty years behind the other American 
States. 

Lieut.- Gov. Eshleman says that to create 
a state in which no political parties exist 
is to return to the “pure democracy” of an- 
cient Greece. But a “pure democracy” is 
one that confers on its citizens the greatest 
number of rights. Under every democracy 
that has ever existed—from ancient Sparta 
to Young China—the electors have held the 
right either to organize and act in unity 
or to act independently. The Lieutenant- 
Governor proposes not a “pure” but a lim- 
ited democracy. 

Then comes the seductive plea that it is 
but a “little step” from nonpartisan county 
elections to nonpartisan State elections. 
That “little step” stretches 700 miles from 
Siskiyou to San Diego. To pass from the 
county to the State is to pass from the 
shallows of a mountain into the fathomless 
depths of the open sea. A flat-bottomed 
river boat passes with impunity over shoals 
that would quickly wreck an ocean liner. 

Lack of party organization has been sore- 
ly felt during the last two years in more 
than one of the larger California counties. 
A notable instance was the recent Mayor- 
alty election in the city and county of San 
Francisco. Mayor Rolph desired to retire, 
but the business interests of San Francisco 
suddenly discovered that there was no way 
to select an outside candidate successfully 
to oppose the candidacy of Eugene Schmitz. 
A strong citizens’ committee put the situa- 
tion squarely to Mr. Rolph; its members 
had canvassed the whole city and the only 
hope of beating Schmitz lay in Rolph's con- 
senting to run again; there was no way to 
unite the electorate behind a new man. 


This reveals just what the political situa- 
tion in California will be if political organ- 
izations are forbidden to participate in the 
selection of State officials. Those now in 
There will be 


just two organizations outside the office- 
holders’ brigade able to present a united 
front, vis, the labor unions through their 
State Federation of Labor, and the liquor 
dealers through the Royal Arch. The only 
chance for an outside candidate would be 
‘Yo affiliate with both of these. 

An honest and independent poor man 
would be estopped from running for office 
right at the outset by the fact that it would 
cost him $50,000 for printing and p. «tage 

ne to notify each voter of Califor: 4 
that be was a candidate. The office-hold- 
ers’ brigade combines its candidates for 
the Legislature and for administrative of- 
fices, suggests to the 6000 State employees 
that contributions are in order and a hun- 
dred-thousand-dollar fund is raised in two 
weeks. 


Against such combinations the only de- 
fense is a law that permits the utmost free- 
dom of organization to all untrammeled elec- 
tors; and there are still a few left who pre- 
fer home-spun and freedom to golden chains 
and slavery. 

Through its multifold commissions that 
now “supervise” every profitable line of in- 
dustry in California the State government. 
collects and expends $36,000,000 a year. 
Adopt the anti-party bills and this revenue 
is placed unreservedly under the disposal 
of the State machine without any opportu- 
nity reserved to the electors to change the 
officials when the tax burdens become op- 
pressive. The present laws permit, fur- 
ther, a combination with the organizations 
of county officials that spend $46,000,000 
every year in county tax funds. This stake 
of more than $80,000,000 a year is the in- 
centive which is driving the present regime 
to such desperate measures to put over the 
anti-party bills, 


Party indorserents have long ceased to 
be regarded as binding by voters; they are 
simply a form of recommendation for the 
guidance of such electors as do not know 
personally the candidates proposed. Not 
one elector in three now votes a straight 
party ticket; he supports a friend or op- 
poses an enemy irrespective of party lines; 
but when not swayed by personal consid- 
erations he supports the candidate of the 
party whose principles he indorses. The 
party designation is placed on the ballot for 
the sole purpose of furnishing information 
to the voter. Wipe that out and you with- 
hold information that every other State 
furnishes. 

Every other State, every other nation, in 
the civilized world recognizes party indorse- 
ments as absolutely essential in sifting the 
qualifications of candidates. What has Cal- 
ifornia to gain by placing herself in opposi- 
tion to all recognized forms of representa- 
tive government’ Can we afford to be 
known as a State of political hermits, as 
a State that establishes overlords inside 
a republic? As a by-word of fads and po- 
litical sophistries California has already 
supplanted Kansas. Practically every states- 
man of national prominence outside Cali 
fornia has characterized this abolishment 
of parties inside the State as preposterous. 
Have we so little to ask from the Federal 
representatives of the other States that we 
can afford to push our political follies still 
further? Shall we discern no note of warn- 
ing in the fact that California State high- 
way bonds have already sold for as low as 
80 cents on the dollar, and that the Presi- 
dent of the Rural Credits Commission as- 
serts that a system of State subsides is ab- 
solutely essential as private cap!tal can no 
longer be secured for the development of 
colonization schemes in California?

SANTA BARBARA EXPECTANT. 

The hotels of Santa Barbara are re- 
ceiving their share of advance book- 
ings. “A grand rush for reservations” 
that is the way the situation was de- 
acribed by the Potter Hotel manage- 
ment. At the Arlington there was a 
similar report, while from El Mirasol, 
Santa Barbara’s exclusive cottage 
hotel, the management point to the 
fact that the place has closed for ex- 
}tensive alterations and new buildings, 
as evidence of what is expected in the 
way of business this winter.

CHARITY WORK. 


STATE AGENT DISCUSSES NEW 
MOTHERS’ PENSION FUND. 


Juvenile Protective Association is 
Told Effort is to Get Away from 
Indiscriminate Giving, Above All 
Things—Others Talk on Depend- 
ency and Relief. 


In addition to electing officers for 
the ensuing year, the Juvenile Pro- 
tective Association yesterday listened 
to a number of very interesting talks, 
among them one by Miss L. Mathews, 
State agent for the disbursement of 
the Mothers’ Pension Fund. Miss 
Mathews declared the State, above all 
things, is endeavoring to get away 
from indiscriminate charity to the or- 
phans or their mothers. 

The pension fund has been created 
more for the women and children 
who have suffered through some in- 
dustrial wrong or misfortune, than 
for others. according to the speaker. 
She laid stress on the fact that every 
effort will be made to avoid creating 
more dependents and that assistance 
will come only during such time as it 
is proved there is no possibility of 
maintenance through personal work 
on the part of the mothers or some 


of their grown children. 

Under this system of charity, she 
declared, dependants should become 
less in number and wherever a com- 
munity shows an increase of unusual 
proportions in its poor, stricter inves- 
tigation will be made before further 
sums are used in alleviation of al- 
leged sufferings. 

Miss Evelyn Stoddart spoke briefly 
on the good work done by the new 
county charity organization and in- 
troduced a motion that the associa- 
tion indorse the present system rath- 
er than advocate the proposed amend- 
ment of the Constitution which will 
change conditions, probably for the 
worse. “The new charity organization, 
which has been operative for’ only a 
few months, is just beginning to show 
what can be done through efficient 
work and careful co-operation and it 
would be injustice to change at this 
time, thereby wasting .six more 
months while another system is in- 
aueurated,” she said. 

Mrs. Amanda Mathews Chase, one 
of the recently-appointed home teach- 
ers, whose duties will lie with the in- 
struction of the parents rather than 
the children in those districts of the 
city where there is a large foreign 
element, spoke of what is being done 
in that direction and declared mature 
foreigners, mothers as well as fathers, 
are not_pniy willing but glad to know 
the — — methods of doing things 
as they are deemed right in this 
country. 

Mrs. Joy Winans reported there has 
been an increase in the work done on 
special juvenile cases, there being an 
average of one case a day disposed of 
by the society. while many cases ap- 
plying to the organization are turned 
over to other proper charities. In 
endeavoring to prevent children from 
becoming wards, the association mere- 
ly covers a field outside that of any 
other charitable work.

“Mrs. Campbell was a pioneer 
woman of Impertal county, and she 
came bringing a wealth of experience. 
Since ber girlhgod in Indiana she had 
been interested in newspaper work 
and journalism. For nine years previ- 
ous to her advent in the valley she 
was a member of the San Diego coun- 
ty Board of Education. Always she 
has maintained that keenest sort of 
interest in all kinds of civic progress, 
which is one of her leading charac- 
teristics today. She was an organizer, 
an enthusiastic idealist, and a fluent. 
forceful public speaker. Such people 
are never without a sphere of useful- 


ness. Hers was at hand. 
“The women of Imperial Valley 
are notoriously busy. They have 


worked hand in hand with their men 
in making the little empire what it is 
today. There is an old adage to the 
effect that busy people always have 
the most time to devote to good 
works. Possibly that is why these 
women of the desert have been equal 
to the task of creating social condi- 
tions far above the average in new 
communities. 


“When Mrs. Campbell came upon 
the scene they were ready for wom- 
en's clubs. Clubs were being formed 
in all the valley towns. Mrs. Camp- | 
bell became a charter member of the 
Women's Ten Thousand Club of Fl 
Centro. With der characteristic 
idealism she perceived the value of 
larger co-operation. She saw in cown- 
ty federation an instrument of great 
service and usefulness both to the 
civic and social life of the valley. In 
those days of limited transportation 
club federation was a problem, for 
the towns seemed each to the other 
so remote and inaccessible. When the 
clubs finally decided upon federation 
they chose Mrs. Campbell as their 
President, and re-elected her for a 
second term of office. It is largely 
owing to this organization, and to 
the interest created in State federa- 
tion through its influence that Im- 
perial county today boasts so patri- 
clan a body of club women. 

“Mrs. Campbell's service to her sis- 
ter clubwomen during this formative 
period of club life can hardly be over-

WOMAN SWOONS AS CRILDREN 
ARE TAKEN.

Gans Unbelieving While Her 
Reputation is Stripped, but When 
little Ones are Given to Husband 
She Moans and Falls Unconscious. 


Mrs. Evelyn B. Kenner gazed un- 
believing at the court when he 
stripped her of her reputation yes- 
terday morning, but When he took 
her two children away from her, she 
moaned and fell over in her chair 
in a faint. Women friends rushed to 
her side and administered restora- 
tives, but when this failed Mrs. Ken- 
ner was carried into the chambers 


and a physician sent for. He found 
her suffering from a nervous shock. 

The end of the sensational divorce 
suit of Mrs. Kenner against John H. 
Kenner. former member of the Board 
of Public Works ef Long Beach, tried 
by Judge P. R. Parker of Mono coun- 
ty, came yesterday when the charges 
of conspiracy and frame-up were 
thrown out and the charge of mis- 
conduct as set up in Mr. Kenner's 
cross-complaint was 

The man in the case, ck Stith, 
a Long Beach jitney bus driver, was 
not in court. Neither side had sub- 
poenaed him. But it was owing to 
his alleged act at the Locust-avente 
house occupied by Mrs. Kenner aft- 
er the separation from her husband 
that the court granted Mr. Kenner 
a decree on his cross-complaint and 
gave him the custody of his son and 
daughter, aged 9 and 11 years, re- 
spectively. 

The fact that stood out strongest 
in the court’s mind was Mrs. Ken- 
ner’s failure to accuse Mr. Kenner 
and his associates of a frame- up on 
the night they entered the house and 
found, as alleged, Jack Stith and 
Mrs. Kenner in the bed. While Mrs. 
Kenner told her friend, Miss Hill, 
that her husband had come into the 
house and used a flashlight she did 
not at that time accuse him of con- 


Mrs. Kenner testified that Jack 
Stith had practically forced her to 
drink beer and that she lost con- 
sciousness afterward, to awaken when 
her “husband appeared and to find 
Jack Stith lying across the bed with- 
out his coat and shoes. She denied 
any improper relatiens. 

Mrs. Kenner based her complaint 
on the charge of. extreme cruelty. 
The court did not find that this was 
substantiated by the evidence. He 
therefore denied her a decree. He 
sald he felt it as the duty of a hus- 
band where children are involved and, 
notwithstanding any difficulties he 
may have had with his wife, to guard 
the integrity of a mother. It does 
not add anything to the integrity or 
probity of a woman to be detected. 
Men in general are inclined to be 
frail, and the court said he did not 
know how many men could with- 
stand temptation. 

It not only shocks the conscience 
but shocks the spirits of a law to 
set a trap for one’s wife, the hus- 
band knowing and consenting to it. 
But looking at the matter judicially, 
the court said he could not see that 
the conspiracy charge was main- 
tained. 

“Jack Stith is absent. I think the 
man is perfectiv justified in being 
absent, to a certain extent. Any wit- 
ness testifying to an act of adultery 
would not have much weight with 
me.“ 

The evidence was uncontradicted 
that Jack Stith was in the room with 
Mrs Kenner, the court held and he 
found the allegations of misconduct 
in the cross-complaint to be true.

A GLANCE BEHIND THE VEIL. 


The -Reaims of Consciousness, as Diecovered Back of the Footlights. 
Frances Ring’s Views and Others. 


BY HENRY CHRISTEEN WARNACK 


EARLY everyone knows what it 
N is to escape self-consciovsness 
for a breathing spell. Most of 
us know the exhilaration and fine 
strength of the moment when we 
step out of ourselves. The majority 
of us have also realized a peculiar 
mortification after having yielded to 
anger. We are humiliated beyond 
measure to think that we could let 
go of ourselves in any such fashion. 
The moment in which we do and say 
those things that we afterward re- 
gret, we lamely excuse by saying we 
were not ourselves. 

It would seem that there are two 
ways of escape from the normal con- 
sciousness and that one is for the 
better and one is for the worse. 

Actors and actresses, of all peo- 
ple in the world, give their whole 
lives over to a wide — of — 
experiments, and they do on — 
— Sometimes it seems astonish- 
ing that they should learn 80 little 
and sometimes it is equally remark- 
able that they can learn so much, yet 
retain.a perfect equilibrium. 

Lately I have had some amuse- 
ment in questioning a few of the 
bright people of the stage on this 

nat. I had in mind the case of 
m. who is said to have so lived 
in his characters that he could not 
throw off their personalities for hours 
after a performance. He had made 
himself into another being. If this 
be true, it wa perhaps an extreme 
of temperament that amounted to 
nerves. 

On the other hand, it is the ecsta- 
cy of art to be able to enter into a 
characterization with such good faith 
that one will be neither more nor 
less than the person portrayed. 

Elsie Ferguson told me that the 
hardest task of her life was to ab- 
solutely limit her intelligence, for the 
time being, to the possibilities of the 
characters she portrayed. She said 
the temptation to see just a step 
beyond the mental vision of a limited 
character was almost irresistible. She 
was curious to know just what she 
might be like if ever she had a chance 
to take a role which called for every 
bit of her own capacity to think 
and to feel. 

Frances Ring, who is now at the 
Burbank as leading woman, has @ 
peculiar ability for the sort of simu- 
lation which enables her to portray 
a limited character. Some of her 
successes have been absolutely dis- 
tasteful to her, because they seem to 
have acted as drawbacks to her gen- 
eral advancement. 

For instance, in “Help Wanted” 


he had the part of the very wise 


stenographer, whose sophistication 
amounted to insouciance. She would 
come upon the scene with that cool, 
knowing little smile of hers and im- 
mediately create an atmosphere of 
straight business and unusual com- 
petence. She was instantly in com- 
mand of the situation, and the audi- 


‘ence knew that there was no chance 


of an employer trying to reach the 
of understanding with 


Now, Miss Ring played this part 
so remarkably well that her reward 
came near being a bitter punishment. 
Every manager in the country, who 
had the part of a stenographer in 
one of his plays, immediately thougat 
of Frances Ring and tried to secure 
her for it. If the managers of the 
country had their way this charming 
woman would be condemned to play 
the part of a cool stenographer for the 
rest of her life, and it happens that 
Mies Ring has no ambitions for such 
aloof glory. She does not care about 
being the oversoul of a business of- 
fice, where less knowing girls are 
made the tearful victims of sad 
temptations. 


> 

Furthermore, she gets no credit 

whatever for the excellence of such 
work. People say that it is only 
natural, when the truth is, that the 
perfect art which conceals all arti- 
fice is the most studied and fastidious 
of all stage creations. It, requires 
a wonderful faculty for simulation 
to be able to play a thing so wen 
that it does not seem Iike acting in 
the least. 
I imagine that people who only 
know Miss Ring superficially would 
be very much surprised to discover 
the kind of work that she likes best. 
Such roles as Maggie Schultz in 
“Kindling” are the ones which most 
appeal to Miss Ring, DPDecause the 
strictly emotional part and even the 
character of a woman of no special 
education or refinement, is the very 
thing that will permit a complete es- 
cape from her own vivid and charm- 
ing personality and will allow her to 
become purely the actress. 

This seems to me to be entirely 
reasonable and is a guarantee to me 
that Miss Ring understands her busi- 
ness. 


One seldom sees a better emotional 
actress than Elsie Ferguson or Mar- 
jJorie Rambeau, yet these girls are 
deadly deliberate in their study of 
a part and are anything in the world 
but emotional or sentimental when 
off the stage. Miss Ferguson is as 
nicely calculated as a fine sword in 
„ knowing hand. She has a heart, 
but her head is always in supreme 


*command. 


— 

Miss Ring has plenty of sentiment, 
yet when it comes to the creation 
of a character she studies it with her 
brain and never lets go of the men- 
tal viewpoint. 

For a really good performance 1 
am inclined to think that, except in 
the cases of the rarest genius, where 
there is an almost unconscious co- 
ordination of heart and brain and, 
for that matter, of all the faculties, 
this is essential. 

Of course, there is occasionally 
such a thing as being right without 
knowing why. People of that sort cet 
a little ways and are exceedingly 
agreeable. but I don't think they will 
ever reach the higher places. I have 
in mind the case of Jane Cowl, who 
undoubtedly pleased us all during her 
engagement at the Burbank, and 
whom I studied from my seat in the 
theater with great interest. She 
seemed almost never to make mis- 
takes. When I talked with her for a 
few minutes I was convinced that she 
had very little heart and still Jess in- 
tellectuality. asked Bill Colvin 
about her apparent unconcern, and 
the clever young Irish actor gave me 
a most luminous explanation and one 
which I have never since doubted. 
He said that the woman possessed a 
canny dramatic inetinct and almost 
Invariably placed the right emphasis 
upon a line, accompanying it by the 
correct gesture, without in the least 
comprehending the significance of 
what she read or did.

This is most fortunate, but would 
never lead to the creation of a truly 
great role. 

Ap understanding like that which 


| 


Miss Ring brings to a part is vastly 
more desirable. When it is accom- 
panied by a complete transfer of con- 
sciousness from one persons level to 
that of another it amounts to exceed- 
ingly fine art. < 

It is truly the office of actors and 
actresses to discard their own view- 
point and bring all their knowledge 
to bear upon the interpretation of 
their roles, that is if we are to have 
plays written, because the author has 
u message to convey or a story to 
tell, and not because the individuality 
of some star is to be made the oc- 
casion of the play. 

In my opinion, the plays that last 
will have to be written this way, and 
Stars will have a better chance to be 
appreciated when they are cast for 
big parts, instead of having little 
parts cast for them. It is probable 
that many actors of the fine type who 
are both conscious and self-assured 
as well as distinct in their individuali- 
ty greatly enjoy being something en- 
tirely different. 


Bruce McRae, while he was here, 
told me that he hardly believed he 
had ever enjoyed anything more than 
creating the character of Jim in Sal- 
vation Neil.“ He said he realized that 
Jim was a tough and a bum, but he 
also appreciated the fact that in his 
humble and coarse way Jim had 
something good in him and that it 
was this good which poor Nell found 
and clung to. 

McRae in his personality is so fas- 
tidious and elegant that it is hard to 
picture him as the barroom loafer. 
yet we all know very well that his 
creation of the part was flawless and 
that Mrs. Fiske never in her life had 
more brilliant support. 

* 


William 8. Hart is another splendid 
actor who believes entirely in letting 
the brain keep control. Hart even 
goes so far as to claim that, since it 
is only with the brain that we know 
anything, it is that organ which is 
the seat of the emotions, and that to 
speak of the heart as such is only a 
nice bit of fiction and sentiment. 

For a man who has one of the big- 
gest hearts in the world this is a 
sweeping statement, and, mentally, I 
have not been more delighted in a 
year than in my talk with Hart on 
this subject. 

He told me that he once had quite 
a startling experience when he was 
trying to prove this to his own satis- 
faction. He was taking the part of 
Appius Claudius in “Virginius.”’ 
Claudius was a lecherous young Ro- 
man, and in the play he has designs 
upon a young girl. 

This was not a very auspicious part 
to pick out for an experiment of the 
kind, but Hart decided that he wanted 
to abandon himself to feeling on the 
stage for once and not bother his 
head about it. 

At the end of the performance the 
whole company wanted to mob him 
for the havoc he wrought. 
ager asked him if he had lost his 
mind. Hart told him he had tried to 
and the manager told him he had en- 
tirely succeeded, but ‘never to do it 
again, if he wanted to remain with 
that company. It wasn't a‘ perform- 
ance, it was a debauch, and ever since 
then Mr. Hart has tried to see that 
there was “somebody at home” when 
he went before the footlights. 

For one thing, it is only by the 
nicest mental realization that an actor 
can convey to his audience what is 
going on inside of himself to cor- 
respond with what is happening on 
the outside. 

If a telegram has any significance 
to the man who receives it, there must 
be some previous experience on which 
this is grounded.

Residences Springing up All; 
Over Los Angeles. 


Two-story Houses Gaining 
in Popularity. 


Fine Places Projected for 
West Side Tract. 


Announcements of numerous resi- 
dence projects were made by builders, 
contractors and designers during the 
past week. Of the number an un- 
usually large proportion are houses of 


two stories, emphasizing the general 
growth in popularity of this type of 
dwelling. The bungalow is still fa- 
vored by a host of builders, but it has 
ceased to monopolize entire streets 
and districts as it once did. In por- 
tions of the city hitherto looked upon 
as almost exclusively bungalow neigh- 
borhoods two-story residences are 
springing up by the wholesale.

The Garden City Company, a new 
designing and building concern, has 
prepared plans for an 11-room house 
of the Italian Renaissance type to be 
built at No. 709 Lorraine boulevard 
by D. Spurlin. Plans have been 
drawn by J. T. Zeller for a ten- room 
residence to be erected by J. G. Neuf- 
fer at No. 1757 Crenshaw boulevard. 
Frank M. Tyler has completed plans 
for a 10-room house to be built by N. 
F. Stokes in Francisca Park. Work 
is to be started at once on a ten-room 
double house for Lydia Bushell, the 
contract having been awarded several 
days ago. Work is to be started this 
week on a nine-room residence for 
Henry Balsinger at No. 1812 Western 
avenue. The contract has been let for 
a nine-room house projected by G. B.

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Spoke Embroidery 
POKE embroidery can tp worked 
in various ways.

If square or 
any shape except circular, there must be 
a circular or semicircular design with- 
in, or the spokes must radiate from the 
corner.
